1 . Claims 1 , 3-9, 18, 20-23 and 25-28 (renumbered as 1-17) are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record discloses centralized updating methods that rely on a write 
log to ensure that secondary nodes are synchronized with the primary (Duprey, Gabber, 
Urabe). The prior art also discloses using bitmaps on plural devices to track changes to 
that individual device (Tremblay.Urabe). The prior art fails to disclose an obvious 
combination which teaches the distributed write logs and methods of maintaining 
updates across nodes using the distributed write logs as described in the limitations of 
independent claims 1,18 and 23 (renumbered 1,10 and 1 5). 

The following is representative of the allowed independent claims: 
A computer system comprising: 

a processor for executing instructions, and 

a memory to store the instructions, wherein the instructions comprise identifying 
instructions to identify a plurality of secondary nodes to which an update to data is sent 
from a primary node, wherein the update identifies at least one secondary node of the 
plurality of secondary nodes to which the update will be sent; 

in response to receiving the update from the primary node causing the at 
least one secondary node to insert the update in a respective log of updates to a 
respective copy of the data, wherein 

each of the respective log of updates corresponds to a respective copy of 

the data, and 
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the inserting the update In the respective log of updates is performed at 
the secondary, node; 

in response to inserting the update in the respective log of updates 
causing the update to be copied from the respective log of updates to a storage area at 
the least one secondary node; 

sending an acknowledgement from the at least one secondary node to the 
primary node wherein the acknowledgement indicates that the update has been 
received at the least one secondary, node; 

determining that all of the plurality of secondary nodes have 
acknowledged the update; and 

in response to the determining, causing each secondary node of the at 
least one secondary node to clear the update from the respective log of updates by 
sending instructions to send a notification to each of the plurality of secondary nodes 
when all of the plurality of secondary nodes have acknowledged the update, wherein 
the clearing is performed in response to receiving the notification.
